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AMERICA'S  WITNESS  FOR  CHRIST 

PALMYRA,  NEW  YORK,  "America's  New 
Witness  for  Christ"  annual  pageant  presented 
here  each  August  on  the  Hill  Cumorah  achieved 
a  new  spectacular  success  this  year. 

A  new  attendance  record  of  125,000  persons 
viewed  the  three  nightly  performances  on  the 
7,  8,  and  9.  A  record  throng  of  48,000  saw  it  on 
Saturday  evening.  The  five  parking  lots  were 
filled  to  the  limit  with  vehicles  from  practically 
every  state  in  the  United  States. 

Governor  Averell  Harriman,  of  New  York 
State,  officially  opened  the  pageant  on  Thursday 
evening  with  an  appeal  for  more  effective  use  of 
America's  spiritual  resources. 

Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown  responded  to  his  re- 
marks on  behalf  of  the  First  Presidency  of  the 
Church. 

The  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  members 
of  the  cast  included  missionaries  from  the 
Eastern  States  Mission,  members  of  that  mission, 
and  also  students  from  the  Brigham  Young 
University. 

Since  its  inauguration  in  1937,    the    pageant 
has  been  a  great  missionary  tool  in  that  mission 
and  also  throughout  the  United  States.

Both  President  David  O.  McKay    and    Presi- 
dent J.  Reuben  Clark  celebrate  their  birthdays 
in  the  month   of  September.     President   Clark 
was  87  years  old  on  September  1,    1958,    while 
President  McKay  celebrated   his  85th  birthday 
on  September  8,  while  participating  in  the  dedi- 
catory services  for  the  London  Temple.

Sacred  Things 


EDITORIAL 


THE  Lord  is  kind  and  merciful. 
He  is  infinite  in  His  forgive- 
ness and  understanding.  He  is 
sincerely  interested  in  assisting 
any  who  might  need  His  help. 

But  he  will  not  be  trifled  with! 

From  the  earliest  times  He  has 
taught  this  lesson.  Will  we  of  to- 
day benefit  by  the  lessons  of  the 
past?  Or  will  we  go  our  own 
way,  trifle  with  God  and  suffer? 

The  scriptures  indicate  that 
there  are  few  things  which  bring 
the  anger  of  God  quicker  than  to 
make  light  of  Him  or  His  work,  to 
make  a  jest  of  His  word  and  His 
law.  Yet  many  today  are  guilty 
of  this  offence. 

How  many  people  joke  about  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  in  social  groups? 

How  many  joke  about  sobriety 
or  the  lack  of  it? 

How  many  laugh  at  the  'straight 
laced'  teachings  of  Branch  Presi- 
dents, Mission  Presidents,  General 
Authorities? 

How  many  make  light  of  our 
teachings  on  modest  dress,  and 
flaunt  their  attitude  by  persistent 
violations? 

How  many  make  light  of  the 
dress  requirements  of  those  who  go 
through  the  temple? 

How  many  ignore  the  law  of 
tithing,  forget  the  fast,  and  with 
it  the  poor  who  should  receive 
help  through  the  fast  offering? 

WHAT  IS  OUR  ATTITUDE  to- 
ward the  Sabbath? 

So  we  make  light  of  it,  and  at 
times,  do  we  make  fun  of  it  as  we 
proceed  to  violate  it? 

Do  we  trifle  with  virtue  and 
chastity?  We  do  if  we  think  we 
can  sin  a  little  and  get  away  with 
it.  If  we  think  we  can  sin  a  lot 
and  never  be  found  out.  we  do. 

Do  we  make  light  of  the  laws  of 


fundamental  honesty?  If  we  fail 
to  be  honourable  we  do.  If  we 
fail  to  pay  our  debts  and  obliga- 
tions we  do.  If  we  gossip  we  do. 
If  we  fail  to  keep  our  promises,  we 
certainly  do  ... .  even  our  promises 
to  do  our  Church  work  well. 

Do  we  make  light  of  the  Lord's 
Supper?  Think  carefully  of  the 
sacramental  prayer,  and  see  if 
you  come  up  to  its  requirements, 
and  if  you  do  not,  ask  if  you  make 
light  of  it  as  you  partake? 

What  about  the  covenants  we 
take  upon  ourselves?  Do  we  trifle 
with  them?  We  do  if  we  fail  to 
live  up  to  them.  See  if  you  do. 
Turn  to  the  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants Section  20  verse  37  for  in- 
stance, and  see  what  is  required  of 
those  who  are  baptized.  You  who 
are  baptized  might  well  review  it 
and  see  if  you  have  lowered  the 
bars  since  your  admission  to  the 
Church.  This  same  thing  would 
hold  true  of  the  sacrament,  and 
all  other  phases  of  our  work  in 
which  covenants  are  made. 

Trifle  not  with  sacred  things. 

THE  LORD  WILL  not  be  made 
light  of.  He  will  not  be  laughed 
at,  nor  ridiculed,  nor  ignored  by 
those  who  are  under  obligation  to 
him. 

Self  examination  on  these  mat- 
ters can  be  a  wholesome  thing. 
And  self-determination  will  be 
likewise.  Determination  of  what? 
Determination  whether  we  want  to 
be  in  the  good  graces  of  the  Lord 
or  not.  Whether  we  want  His 
blessings  or  not.  Whether  we  want 
to  be  'fence  straddlers'  or  not. 
Whether  we  want  to  carry  water 
on  both  shoulders  or  not.  Whether 
we  are  willing  to  compromise  our 
principles  or  not.  Whether  we  are

Please  Explain 


what  it  means  to  seal  one's  testi- 
mony with  one's  blood?  This 
expression  is  used  in  connection 
with  the  death  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith.  What  then  does  it 
mean? 

ANSWER 

ON  pages  477  and  478  of  "A  New 
Witness  for  God"  by  B.  H. 
Roberts  we  have  the  following 
which  will  help  you: 

"The  highest  evidence  of  sincerity 
which  a  man  can  give  his  fellow 
men  —  the  highest  proof  that  he 
has  spoken  the  truth  in  any  given 
case  —  is  that  he  perseveres  in  it 
unto  death  and  seals  his  testimony 
with  his  blood  ....  So  important 
did  such  a  testimony  become  in  the 
mission  of  Paul  that  he  said 
'Where  a  testimony  is  there  must 
also  of  necessity  be  the  death  of 
the  testator,  for  a  testimony  is  of 
force  after  men  are  dead;   other- 


wise it  is  of  no  strenth  at  all  while 
the  testator  liveth.'  (Hebrews  9: 
6-17).  In  the  light  of  this  prin- 
ciple and  when  the  importance  of 
the  great  testimony  which  he  bore 
to  the  world  is  taken  into  account, 
it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that 
Joseph  Smith  was  called  upon  to 
affix  the  broad  seal  of  martyrdom 
to  his  work.  Something  of  in- 
completeness to  his  work  would 
likely  have  been  complained  of 
had  this  been  lacking.  But  now,  not 
so;  his  character  of  prophet  was 
rounded  out  to  complete  fullness 
by  his  falling  a  martyr  under  the 
murderous  fire  of  the  mob  at 
Carthage  in  the  state  of  Illinois." 

Ray  B.  West  (non-Mormon)  in 
his  recently  published  book  en- 
titled, "Kingdom  of  the  Saints", 
made  this  very  pertinent  state- 
ment: "The  mob  who  killed  Joseph 
Smith  unwittingly  provided  the 
final  correspondence  between  his 
church  and  the  original  church  of 
Christ. — 'Martyrdom'."

willing  to  sin  a  little  for  business 
sake  or  for  social  prestige. 

The  Lord  expects  us  to  take  a 
stand.  If  we  take  a  stand  He  ex- 
pects us  to  maintain  it. 

If  we  of  our  own  selves  will  not 
take  a  stand,  the  time  will  come 
when  the  Lord  will  take  it  for  us, 
and  He  will  place  us  on  one  side 
or  the  other,  with  the  sheep  or 
with  the  goats,  with  the  valiant  or 
with  the  careless,  with  the 
obedient  or  the  disobedient. 

If  we  trifle  with  sacred  things, 
we  not  only  disobey  but  we  ridicule 
as  well. 

WHEN  WE  STOP  to  think  that 
God   is    the    author    of    all,    the 


creator  of  heaven  and  earth,  that 
He  gave  us  life,  that  it  is  by  His 
goodness  and  kindness  that  we 
hear,  that  we  sleep,  that  we  have 
shelter,  that  we  have  friends,  that 
we  have  everything  else  in  life  that 
is  worthwhile,  can  we  in  good 
grace  ridicule  or  defy? 

We  may  do  it  thoughtlessly,  you 
say.  But  that  very  thoughtlessness 
is  itself  an  evidence  of  lack  of  in- 
terest, lack  of  concern  about  it  all. 
It  is  itself  Dositive  proof  that  we 
are  taking  lightly  the  things  of 
God,  that  we  therefore  trifle  with 
them. 

Without  sincerity  there  is  no 
salvation,  regardless  off  any  show 
of  obedience.

SPIRIT 


MAN  cannot  walk  alone.  He  is 
dependent  for  food — for  his 
power  of  locomotion — his  very  life. 
There  is  little,  if  anything,  that  he 
can  do  alone.  He  could  not  accom- 
plish his  birth,  nor  lay  away  his 
body,  nor  perform  any  bodily  or 
mental  functions  without  help.  Man 
could  not  move  an  inch  toward  his 
salvation  without  help,  nor  could  he 
attain  his  exaltation,  even  though 
work  is  an  important  and  an  indis- 
pensable element  to  attain  that  goal. 

Of  all  newborn  creatures,  can  any 
be  more  helpless  than  the  human 
being?  Without  care,  he  would  be 
a  victim  of  hunger,  thirst,  disease, 
and  exploitation  and  would  suc- 
cumb almost  as  soon  as  he  was  born. 
Someone,  other  than  himself,  must 
feed  and  nourish  him.  cloth  and 
shelter  him,  protect  and  train  him. 

He  is  dependent  on  his  creator  for 
his  never-ending  life  as  well  as  for 
the  mortal  part.  Without  the  re- 
surrection of  Jesus  Christ  he  could 
never  live  again  after  the  phvsical 
death,  and  without  the  atonement  of 
Christ  he  could  never  progress.  His 
sins  would  weigh  him  down. 

A  storv  is  told  of  a  coloured 
teamster  in  the  davs  of  the  freight- 
ing wagons  about  a  century  ago. 
Bored  and  with  time  on  his  hands 
in  the  long  hours  of  driving,  he 
came  to  play  with  his  long  leather 
whip,  eventually  becoming  quite  an 
expert.  Driving  through  the  rocks 
and  trees,  he  would  flip  off  a  blos- 
som or  a  small  branch  and  some- 
times a  lizard  sunning  himself  on  a 
rock,  or  a  horsefly  in  the  air.  As 
he  and  his  assistant  proceeded  one 
day  a  large  bumblebee  lighted  on  the 
rock  ahead,  and  the  assistant,  point- 
ing to  the  bee,  said:  "Why  don't 
you  pick  off  that  bumblebee, 
Mose?"  And  the  answer  was  much 
to  the  point.  "No,  sah.  Dem  bees  is 
organized  "

bring  protection.  "Divide  them  and 
conquer"  has  been  the  strategy  of 
many  generals.  Combine  and  gain 
strength.  In  every  phase  of  life 
strength  is  attained  by  co-operative 
effort.  One  can  break  ten  sticks  one 
at  a  time  who  could  not  possibly 
break  ten  sticks  together. 

Someone,  other  than  himself, 
must  bless  and  teach  a  man  and 
give  to  him  by  physical  process  the 
new  birth  of  water  and  spirit. 
Another  must  ordain  him.  Many 
participate  in  his  endowment  and 
an  authorized  key-holding  priesthood 
member  must  perform  the  ceremony 
which  opens  the  doors  to  exaltation. 

The  family  life  of  a  Latter-day 
Saint  is  a  co-operative  effort:  sweet, 
lovable  interdependence  where  in 
unselfish  vein  parents  and  children 
co-mingle  their  energies  and  efforts 
for  the  good  of  all.  The  parents  sire 
and  bear  the  child.    The  father  earns

the  means  with  which  to  feed,  clothe, 
shelter,  ard  educate  it.  The  mother 
prepares  and  serves,  clothes  and 
trains  the  child.  The  brothers  and 
sisters  all  contribute  to  the  total 
living  adventure  of  each  child.  Ea  h 
does  chores,  baby  sits;  in  turn  he 
helps  clean,  prepare,  serve.  Each  of 
the  family  members  participates  and 


leads  in  family  prayers  as  directed 
by  the  family  leader,  the  father.  The 
older  ones  tend  the  little  ones,  pre- 
pare them  for  bed,  dress  them  and 
comfort  them.  As  they  are  able, 
the  children  contribute  toward  the 
family  living. 

The  Church  programme  is  a  co- 
operative one.  All  families  contri- 
bute to  a  general  fund  through  the 
ward  and  stake  to  the  Church  by 
turning  in  the  value  of  two  or  more 
meals  a  month  to  the  fast  offering 
fund  from  which  bishops  relieve 
want,  suffering  and  misery. 

Some  members  sing  in  the  choir, 
others  administer  and  pass  the 
Sacrament,  still  others  teach  classes. 
One  mother  serves  the  many  child- 
ren, her  own  and  others  in  Primary, 
while  another  mother  serves  in  the 
Sunday  School  or  trains  in  MIA  or 
helps  the  mothers  in  their  home 
life  through  Relief  Society. 

The  best  musicians  play  the 
organ  and  direct  the  singing:  few 
families  have  an  accomplished 
organist 


The  most  spiritual  and  well- 
trained  teachers  are  made  available; 
the  most  able  and  capable  leaders 
thus  obtained  for  every  department. 

Few  parents  could  offer  to  build 
for  their  own  little  families  a  school 
building  and  employ  a  competent 
teacher  to  train  their  children.  So 
a  contribution  is  made  from  all  the 
people,  and  public-minded  citizens 
administer  the  funds  and  build  and 
ctrmloy  instruction  and  get  the 
children  taught. 

No  man  could  teach  well  all  the 
things  vouns  people  should  learn. 
So  one  teaches  mathematics; 
another,  languages;  another,  engi- 
neering; another,  medicine. 

No  man  could  be  expert  in  build- 
ing roads,  auditing  accounts,  admini- 
stering the  healing  arts,  directing  an 
army,  and  legislating.  Each  has  his 
talents  which  he  develops  to  the  last 
degree,  and  societv  gets  the  benefit 
of  expert  service  from  many  sources 
in  every  line. 

A  meeting  place  is  necessary,  and 
all  members  co-operate  in  building 
it.  Men  and  boys  dig  foundations. 
mix  and  pour  concrete,  lay  bricks, 
nail  on  boards,  shingle  roofs,  paint 
and  trim,  as  well  as  contribute 
money  with  which  to  build  the  com- 
munity house.  The  more  favoured 
are  generous  and  pav  much  more 
than  those  with  financial  limitations. 
All  occuny  the  building  together 
without  discrimination  of  position 
or  wealth  or  the  extent  of  their  con- 
tribution. 

"Faith  without  works  is  dead," 
says  James.  Properly,  all  contribute 
labours  and  services  and  funds. 
Everyone,  regardless  of  size  or  age, 
who  earns  small  or  larger  amounts 
pavs  his  tithing — the  just  and  equit- 
able law  of  sacrifice  and  bounty.  It 
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not  only  tests  the  faith  of  the  payer 
and  assures  him  limitless  blessings 
but  rills  a  reservoir  with  funds  from 
which  amounts  may  be  drawn  by  the 
proper  authorities  for  many  useful 
purposes,  each  again  requiring  co- 
operative action.  A  chapel  is 
needed  in  South  Africa,  and  to  the 


smaller  amount  subscribed  by  the 
local  members,  there  comes  from 
the  tithing  reservoir  the  larger 
amount  to  pay  for  the  edifice.  In 
Chicago  or  Macon  or  Tucson  or 
Missoula,  or  in  any  other  of  the 
thousands  of  branches  and  wards, 
the  accumulated  funds  from  the 
reservoir  come  to  bring  blessings 
which  otherwise  would  be  out  of 
reach  for  the  individual  community. 
A  temple  is  needed  in  Europe  for  the 
tens  of  thousands  who  cannot  travel 
nor  emigrate  to  the  United  States, 
and  a  channel  is  opened  and  co- 
operative funds  flow  to  build,  equip 
and  administer  a  temple  there. 


A  school  is  required  for  \oung 
Mexicans,  otherwise  deprived,  and 
the  reservoir  is  tapped,  and  buildings 
are  constructed,  teachers  employed 
and  youth  trained. 

A  fertile  field  for  proselyting 
develops  in  a  foreign  country,  and 
another  faucet  is  turned,  and  wealth 
is  drawn  to  buy  property,  establish 
a  mission  home,  and  pay  return 
fares  for  the  numerous  missionaries 
who  also,  in  a  grand  co-operative 
effort,  proselyte  and  bring  thousands 
into  the  Church  yearly. 

And  numerous  Church  projects 
are  made  possible  by  mass  effort 
which  would  not  be  possible  to  each 
individual. 

TITHING:  Thus  from  the  widow 
in  Ogden,  the  little  child  in  Finland, 
the  young  Lamanite  convert,  in 
Guatemala,  the  rich  man  of  New 
York,  the  newsboy  in  Seattle,  the 
blind  woman  of  New  Zealand  come 
the  funds  in  pennies  and  pesos, 
francs,  and  marks  for  the  numerous 
progressive  and  productive  projects 
of  a  great  organization  involving 
a  million  and  a  half  of  people — all 
by  co-operation  of  effort. 

Man  cannot  stand  alone  nor  walk 
alone.

Elder  Romney,  "I  have  never 
'  seen  a  man  with  more  charity 
,  in  his  soul  who  more  nearly 
kept  the  second  command- 
'  ment,  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
,  neighbour  as  thyself." 
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CULMINATING  a  long  career  of 
service  to  the  church.  Elder 
Hugh  B.  Brown  was  sustained  to 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles 
at  the  April  Conference  of  the 
Church  filling  the  vacancy  left  by 
the  death  of  Elder  Adam  S. 
Bennion. 

The  life  of  Brother  Brown  has 
covered  a  lot  of  ground.  He  has 
excelled  as  a  soldier,  lawyer,  busi- 
nessman, teacher  and  Church 
leader.  But  above  all  these  he 
has  been  acclaimed  as  a  preacher 
of  righteousness,  a  modern  Isaiah 
whose  power  has  been  felt  across 
many  lands,  whose  make-up  is  a 
rare  blend  of  the  practical  and 
the  poetic,  of  things  of  heaven  and 
also  of  earth.

In  his  official  duties  he  has 
mingled  with  the  mighty  of  several 
nations,  yet  he  knows  what  it  is 
to  feel  the  wet  tails  of  rats  moving 
over  a  tired  face  in  the  dark  dank 
trenches  of  war. 

He  has  contributed  greatly  to 
the  growth  of  the  Church  in  the 
offices  of  bishop's  counsellor,  high 
councilman,  stake  president 
( twice  I .  British  Mission  President 
(twice),  the  Church's  co-ordinator 
and  adviser  for  Latter-day  Saint 
service  men  in  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain  during  World 
War  II,  Sunday  School  general 
board  member,  and  as  a  General 
Authority. 

Elder  Brown  was  born  in  the 
Salt  Lake  City  area,  one  of  four- 
teen children,  where  he  lived  until 
fourteen  years  of  age.  at  which 
time  his  family  moved  to  the  Mor- 
mon settlement  of  Cardston. 
Alberta,  Canada.  It  was  in  Card- 
ston that  he  met  his  future  bride. 
Zina   Card,    a   grand-daughter   of 


Brlgham  Young.  Together  they 
h?ve  faced  the  joys  and  trials  of 
life.  They  have  been  blessed 
with  two  sons  and  six  daughters. 

His  law  career,  begun  early  in 
th°  century,  was  broken  with  the 
call  to  war  in  1914.  Showing  the 
same  initiative  and  zeal  as  in  all 
other  fields  of  endeavour  Elder 
Brown  obtained  the  rank  of  Major 
before  the  end  of  the  war. 

Following  the  First  World  War. 
he  returned  to  his  law  practice. 
first  in  Alberta  and  then  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  Along  with  his  other 
varied  activities  he  has  always 
held  a  position  in  the  Church, 
filling  the  above  mentioned  offices 
until  his  appointment  as  an  assis- 
tant to  tb°  Council  of  the  Twelve 
in  1953.  In  this  capacity,  he  has 
worked  tirelessly  for  the  propaga- 
tion of  the  faith. 

Certainly,  with  such  qualifica- 
tions, it  was  not  a  surprise  that  he 
received  the  call  to  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve. 
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FROM  the  beginning  of  time 
sober  minded  Christians  have 
been  concerned  over  their  salvation. 
Many  concepts  and  theories  have 
been  presented  until  the  world  finds 
itself  very  much  confused  on  this 
important  doctrine. 

The  Lord  in  His  revelations  to 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  clarified 
salvation  and  then  in  no  uncertain 
terms  outlined  a  marvellous  plan 
whereby  we  might  obtain  exaltation 
in  His  Kingdom.

new,  having  its  beginning  with 
Father  Adam  and  Mother  Eve.  At 
various  times  in  the  world's  history 
this  plan,  frequently  called  the 
gospel  plan,  was  accepted  and  lived, 
while  at  other  times  it  was  lost 
mainly  because  of  the  wickedness  of 
the  people. 

To-day  we  live  in  a  time  when 
this  gospel  plan  is  here  and  there  is 
little  excuse  if  any  for  misunder- 
standing concerning  this  all  impor- 
tant question.  What  then  is  the 
Mormon  concept  of  salvat'on  and 
exaltation,  and  how  does  it  differ 
from  the  teachings  of  other  Chris- 
tian denominations?  We  believe 
sincerelv  that  the  doctrine  taught  by 
the  churches  of  the  world  of  one 
heaven  and  one  hell  is  erroneous. 
For  Jesus  taught  His  disciples; 

"In  my  Father's  house  are  manv 
mansions:  if  it  were  not  so,  I 
would  have  told  you.  I  go  to 
prepare  a  place  for  you.  And 
if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for 
you,  I  will  come  again,  and  re- 
ceive vou  unto  myself;  that 
where  I  am.  there  ve  may  be 
also."

Modern     revelation     names     this

All  who  inherit  one  of  these 
glories — "are  heirs  of  saivation".  Let 
us  examine  the  scriptures  and  deter- 
mine who  will  enter  these  glories. 
Naturally  we  are  all  striving  for  the 
highest  or  "celestial". 
What  are  the  conditions: 

"They  are  thev  who  received  the 
testiuony  of  Jesus,  and  believed 
on  his  name  and  were  baptized

In     the     Celestial     Kingdom 
there  are  three  degrees  of  Glory, 
we  read;  "In  the  celestial  glory 
there  are  three  heavens  or  de- 
grees;  And   in  order  to   obtain 
the  highest,  a   man  must  enter 
into  this  order  of  the  priesthood 
(meaning  the  new  and  everlast- 
ing covenant  of  marriage);  And 
if  he  does  not,  he  cannot  obtain 
it.    He  may  enter  into  the  other, 
but  that  is  the  end  of  his  king- 
dom;   he    cannot    have    an    in- 
crease."— D.  and  C.   131  :    1-4. 
It  is  from  these  revelations  of  the 
Lord  that  we  begin  to  comprehend 
something  of  the  blessing  of  exalta- 
tion. 

Let    us    consider    the    terrestrial 
kingdom. 

"And  again,  we  saw  the  terre- 
strial word,  and  behold  and  lo, 
these  are  they  who  are  of  the 
terrestrial,  whose  glory  differs 
from  that  of  the  church  of  the 
Firstborn  who  have  received  the 
fullness  of  the  Father,  even  as 
that  of  the  moon  differs  from 
the  sun  in  the  firmament.

of  our  God." — D.  and  C.   76 : 
71-79. 
Who  then  will   inherit  this  king- 
dom?     1 .  Those  who  died  without 
law.     2.  The  spirits  of  men  kept  in 
prison    to    whom    Christ    preached. 
(1    Peter   3:18).     3.  Those  who   re- 
ceived   not   the   testimony   of    Jesus 
in  the  flesh  but  afterwards  received 
it.     4.  The  honourable  men  of  the 
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earth  who  were  blinded  by  the 
craftiness  of  men.  5.  Those  who  are 
not  valiant  in  the  testimony  of  Jesus. 
It  is  quite  obvious  that  those  who 
inherit  this  kingdom  do  not  have 
exaltation. 

The  last  kingdom  of  glory  is  the 
telestial. 

"And  again,  we  saw  the  glory 
of  the  telestial,  which  glory  is 
that  of  the  lesser,  even  as  the 
glory  of  the  stars  differs  from 
that  of  the  glory  of  the  moon  in 
the  firmament.  These  are  they 
who  received  not  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  neither  the  testimony 
of  Jesus  .  These  are  they  who 
deny  not  the  Holy  Spirit.  These 
are  they  who  are  thrust  down 
to  hell.  These  are  they  who 
shall  not  be  redeemed  from  the 
devil  until  the  last  resurrection, 
until  the  Lord,  even  Christ  the 
Lamb,  shall  have  finished  his 
work.  These  are  they  who  re- 
ceive not  of  his  fullness  in  the 
eternal  world,  but  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  through  the  ministration 
of  the  terrestrial;  And  the  terre- 
strial through  the  ministration 
of  the  celestial.  And  also  the 
telestial  receive  it  of  the  ad- 
ministering of  angels  who  are 
appointed  to  minister  for  them, 
or  who  are  appointed  to  be 
ministering  spirits  for  them;  for 
they  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation." 
D.  and  C.  76:  81-88. 
From  the  description  of  these 
three  glories  we  conclude  that  man 
will  receive  his  reward  after  this 
life  according  to  his  faithfulness. 
The  witness  of  John  is  plain. 


"And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and 
great,  stand  before  God;  and  the 
books  were  opened:  and  another 
book  was  opened,  which  is  the 
book  of  life:  and  the  dead  were 
judged     out     of     those     things 


which  were  written  in  the 
books,  according  to  their  works. 
And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead 
which  were  in  it;  and  death  and 
hell  delivered  up  the  dead  which 
were  in  them:  and  they  were 
judged  every  man  according  to 
their  works."  Revelation  20 : 
12-13. 

The  Apostle  Paul  is  another  wit- 
ness. 

"Be  not   deceived;   God   is  not 
mocked:  for  whatsoever  a  man 
soweth.  that  shall  he  also  reap. 
For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh 
shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corrup- 
tion; but  he  thai  soweth  to  the 
Spirit   shall    of  the   Spirit   reap 
life  everlasting.

"They  are  they  who  are  the  sons 
of  perdition,  of  whom  I  say  that 
it  had  been  better  for  them 
never  to  have  beer,  born;  For 
they  are  vessels  of  wrath, 
doomed  to  suffer  the  wrath  of 
God,  with  the  devil  and  his 
angels  in  eternity;  Concerning 
whom  I  have  said  there  is  no 
forgiveness  in  this  world  nor  in 
the  world  to  come — Having 
denied  the  Holy  Spirit  after 
having  received  it,  and  having 
denied  the  Onlv  Begotten  Son 
of  the  Father,  having  crucified 
him  unto  themselves  and  put 
him  to  an  open  shame.  These  are 
they  who  shall  go  away  into  the 
lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  with 
the  devil  and  his  angels — And 
the  only  ones  on  whom  the 
second  death  shall  have  any 
power:  Yea.  verilv.  the  only 
ones  who  shall  not  be  redeemed 
in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord, 
after  the  suffer<n**s  of  his 
wrath.— D.  and  C.  76:  32-38. 
The  Sons  of  perdition  are  not 
heirs  to  salvation  and  the  onlv  ones 
who  are  not.  We  now  have  dis- 
cussed four  distinct  groups — "Celes- 
tial" .  .  .

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The  Legacy 

of  Relief  Society

AT  a  meeting  held  in  March, 
1842,  in  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 
Joseph  Smith  organized  eighteen 
women  into  a  society  for  service 
and  self  development,  namely, 
the  Relief  Society. 

With  the  passing  of  the  years, 
the  hearts  of  thousands  of  women 
have  become  fired  with  the  spirit 
of  Relief  Society.  Its  administra- 
tions have  been  a  blessing.  Its 
countless  opportunities  for  self  ex- 
pression have  brought  joy  and  de- 
velopment to  Latter-day  Saint 
women,  and  its  achievements  have 
been  glorious. 

"What  does  Relief  Society  offer 
me?"  may  be  the  question  in  the 
minds  of  many  women.  Let  me 
mention  a  few  of  the  opportuni- 
ties. 

In  Relief  Society  we  women  have 
the  opportunity  of  voicing  our 
views  on  such  worthwhile  and  in- 
teresting subjects  as  Theology, 
literaiw  masterpieces,  family  rela- 
tionships, and  many  others.  We 
form  opinions  through  study  and 
discussions  with  other  women. 

Because  our  knowledge  and 
opinions  form  a  foundation  on 
which  our  children  learn  to  think, 
we  as  Latter-day  Saint  mothers 
must  learn  as  much  as  is  oossible 
concerning  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Also,  we  must  learn  all  the 
fine  and  domestic  arts  and  handi- 
crafts, in  order  that  we  mav  share 
this  knowledge  with  our  families. 
Much  of  this  knowledge  we  gain 
through  activity  and  study  in  Re- 
lipf  Society. 

If  a  woman  becomes  proficient 
and  is  called  to  an  executive  posi- 
tion, or  to  be  a  teacher,  she  has 
the  ooportunity  of  develooing 
leadership  abilities.  In  these 
capacities,  she  who  radiates  poise, 
kindness  and  humility  will  have 
a  great  influence  upon  the  other 
members  as  well  as  upon  her 
children. 


Another  opportunity  to  serve 
may  be  to  help  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  a  welfare  project,  or  one 
may  receive  joy  in  some  compas- 
sionate service  given  to  a  less  for- 
tunate sister. 

From  association  with  older 
women  of  the  Relief  Society  we 
gain  wisdom  and  insight  into  life's 
situations. 

We  should  give  Relief  Society 
service  precedence  over  all  other 
social  activities,  clubs,  or  societies, 
because  in  this  organization  are 
found  sufficient  intellectual,  cul- 
tural and  spiritual  values  for  all 
general  needs  of  its  members. 

It  is  a  great  blessing  that  we 
Latter-day  Saint  women  have  been 
given  an  organization  of  our  own. 
wherein  we  are  set  apart  under  the 
direction  of  the  Priesthood,  and 
enabled  to  be  officers  and  teachers. 
When  a  sister  is  set  apart  in  a 
certain  position,  the  authority  and 
inspiration  of  her  calling  rest  upon 
her  to  give  her  strength  and  wis- 
dom beyond  her  own  ability. 

As  first  counsellor  in  the  Springs 
Branch  Relief  Society,  I  feel  my 
weakness  in  being  able  to  carrv  out 
my  duties,  but  I  have  faith  that  if 
I  strive  to  do  the  Lord's  will,  he 
will  endow  me  with  necessary 
attributes  to  fulfill  my  calling  in 
a  pleasing  manner  in  His  sight 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  my 
fellow  Relief  Society  members.

YOU  AND 


WE  all  remember  Mother  say- 
ing to  us.  "Child,  you  get 
out  of  this  life  just  what  you  put 
into  it."  How  many  of  us  realized 
the  great  significance  of  those 
words? 

We  could  well  compare  ourselves 
with  builders,  because  that  is 
exactly  what  we  are,  with  the 
world  as  our  materials.  To  us  are 
given  the  necessary  tools  with 
which  to  build,  and  our  parents  in- 
struct us  in  the  use  of  these  tools. 
Of  course,  we  ourselves  do  the 
actual  building,  and  according  to 
our  desires,  we  can  use  the  tools 
to  build  up  or  tear  down. 

A  good  thing  to  remember,  and 
a  better  thing  to  do,  is  to  work 
with  the  construction  gang,  not 
with  the  wrecking  crew. 

Just  as  a  carpenter's  tools  are 
his  hammer  and  saw,  ours  are  our 
hands,  and  our  tongues.  With  that 
hammer  and  saw,  a  carpenter  can 
build  a  sturdy,  beautiful  house  to 
become  a  happy  home  for  nice 
people,  or  he  can  make  it  weak, 
shabby  and  miserable  soon  to 
deteriorate.  So  we,  by  using  our 
hands    and    tongues    wisely,    can 


fashion  our  bodies,  which  are 
temples  of  God,  to  be  clean  and 
holy  tabernacles  for  our  spirits,  or 
with  the  same  tools,  can  defile  or 
destroy  these  temples. 

The  one  thing  of  which  we  often 
lose  sight  is  that  we  are  the  ones 
that  have  to  live  in  the  house  we 
build.  If  we  remembered  this,  we 
would  undoubtedly  be  better  car- 
penters. 

To  help  you  builders  here  are 
some  things  to  remember.  First 
of  all,  build  your  house  close  to  a 
large  stream  of  clear  conscience, 
choosing  a  firm  foundation  of 
faith  on  a  rock  of  revelation.  And 
so  that  you  can  see  clearly  all 
around  you.  build  on  a  high  knoll 
of  foresight  to  provide  clear 
vision. 

Go  to  the  scriptures  and  pick 
out  the  most  practical  plan  of 
salvation  you  can  find.  And  be 
sure  that  it  has  plenty  of  windows 
to  let  in  the  light  of  the  gospel. 

To  make  the  structure  more 
modern  and  comfortable,  install 
an  up-to-date  air  conditioning 
plant,  built  of  strong  will  power 
and  self  control,  so  that  life 
might  circulate  properly.  Thereby 
any  evil  thoughts  or  dark  tempta- 
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tions  that  enter  in  when  you  open 
the  doors  of  experience,  might  be 
forced  outside  to  let  in  an  abun- 
dance of  Divine  inspiration.  This 
is  very  healthful  and  refreshing  for 
your  mind   and  nerves. 

Go  down  to  the  foundry  of  truth 
and  buy  the  best  material  of 
character  that  you  can  purchase, 
paying  cash  with  your  honour;  as 
you  get  a  large  discount  that  way. 

Start  your  edifice  with  lots  of 
hope  and  ambition,  and  always 
keep  in  mind  the  plan  that  you 
have  selected.  In  case  you  are 
unable  to  interpret  the  plan  pro- 
perly, go  in  secret  to  the  Architect. 
He  has  promised  to  interpret  this 
plan  for  you  if  you  "ask  in  faith, 
nothing  wavering". 

Build  your  floors  upon  a  firm 
foundation  of  personality,  from 
choice  morals  that  will  never 
weaken,  covering  them  with  a  soft 
carpet  of  charity;  for  charity 
never  faileth. 


Decorate  your  windows  with 
pure  Virtue  so  that  when  the  light 
shines  through  the  windows  of 
time,  they  will  cast  no  shadows  of 
regrets. 

Shingle  your  house  with  all- 
weather  self-respect;  paint  with 
the  light  of  the  Gospel  so  that  it 
can  be  seen  far  and  near. 

Have  a  large  store-room  in  the 
attic  where  you  can  keep  a  large 
supply  of  knowledge,  for  it  is  good 
food  for  thought  in  times  of  dis- 
tress. 

There  are  many  things  that  can 
be  added  to  furnish  beauty  and 
comfort,  things  which  can  be 
built  with  the  gifts  that  are  with- 
in you.

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THE  QUALITY  OF  SERVICE 


THE  greatness  of  the  M.I.A. 
rises  from  many  sources,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  service. 
But  this  statement  must  be  ex- 
plained, lest  one  conclude  that  all 
service  is  equal,  and  that  all  who 
serve  are  therefore  candidates  for 
greatness.  It  is  obviously  not 
quite  that  simple,  for  there  are  dif- 
ferent levels,  or  planes  of  service, 
just  as  there  are  different  levels, 
or  degress  of  exaltation.  The 
greatness  of  one's  service  is  deter- 
mined by  the  level  at  which  he 
serves. 

At  the  lowest  plane  we  find  the 
conscript.  He  serves,  but  only 
under  compulsion.  He  offers  his 
time  grudgingly,  and  sparingly. 
His  service  is  arduous  to  himself, 
and  unconvincing  to  others.  In 
the  M.I.A.  he  is  the  one  who  says 
"yes"  to  the  Branch  President's 
call  to  service  because  he  is  too 
embarrassed  to  say  "no".  His 
acceptance  of  responsibility  con- 
stitutes nothing  more  than  a  sur- 
render to  social  pressure,  and  an 
attempt  to  keep  intact  his  thread- 
bare cloak  of  respectability.  He 
"does  time"  in  the  M.I.A.,  and 
consecrates  most  of  his  productive 
efforts  to  the  quest  for  a  release. 

At  the  middle  level  we  find  the 
mercenary.  He  serves  because  he 
is  paid  to.  For  him  service  is 
strictly  a  quid  pro  quod  :  "So  much 
for  so  much".  He  does  what  he  is 
paid  to  do.  but  no  more.  He  usually 
works  hard,  but  without  joy  and 
enthusiasm.  For  him  "service"  is 
synonymous   with   "work",    in    the 


most  disagreeable  connotation  of 
that  term.  His  efforts  may  be 
prodigious,  but  mechanical,  and 
without  imagination.  He  is  found, 
figuratively  speaking,  standing  in 
line  every  Friday  night  waiting 
for  his  paycheck,  and  grumbling 
because  it  is  so  small. 

In  the  M.I.A.  this  is  the  type  of 
worker  who  serves  solely  because 
of  the  satisfaction  he  receives 
from  the  recognition,  or  publicity, 
which  service  often  brings.  He 
works  for  a  reward,  which  must 
be  paid  to  him  in  full  measure, 
here  and  now.  If  he  does  not  re- 
ceive full  "credit"  for  his  efforts, 
then,  like  the  engine  whose  fuel 
is  spent,  he  stops  running.  Like 
the  Pharisee  of  old.  he  casts  his 
offering  of  service  into  the  public 
treasury  that  he  might  be  "seen  of 
men". 

Finally,  at  the  highest  plane  of 
service,  we  find  the  enthusiastic 
volunteer.  It  is  he  who  serves 
simply  because  he  loves  to.  He  is 
made  that  way.  He  doesn't  worry 
about  getting  credit.  Like  the 
sweet  gardenia  shedding  its  per- 
fume, he  offers  his  service  without 
ostentation,  and  without  expecta- 
tion of  reward.  His  service  is 
highly  imaginative,  and  creative 
of  new  ideas.  It  is  also  tough  and 
persevering  in  the  execution  of 
those  ideas.  He  is  always  doing 
more  than  he  is  expected  to  do. 
because,  from  his  cup  of  service, 
he  is  sipping  a  sweet  satisfaction

WE  are  a  Church  of  teachers. 
In  the  Latter-day  Saint 
home  the  father  and  mother  are 
required  to  be  teachers  of  the 
word  —  expressly  required  so  by 
the  revelation  of  the  Lord.  Every 
auxiliary  organisation,  every 
quorum,  is  made  up  of  a  body  of 
men  and  women  or  of  men  who 
are  in  the  ultimate  sense  of  the 
word,  teachers;  therefore  this 
revelation  refers  to  all. 

The  great  obligation  upon  a 
teacher  is  to  be  prepared  to  teach. 
A  teacher  cannot  teach  others  that 
which  he  himself  does  not  know. 
He  cannot  make  his  students  feel 
what  he  does  not  feel  himself.  He 
cannot  attempt  to  lead  a  young 
rmn  or  young  woman  to  obtain  a 
testimony  of  the  gospel  of  God  if 
the  teacher  does  not  have  that 
testimony  himself  or  herself. 

There  are  three  things  which 
must  guide  all  teachers:  first,  get 
into  the  subject:  second,  get  that 
subject  into  you;  third,  try  to  lead 
vour  pupils  to  get  the  subject  into 
them  —  not  pouring  it  into  them, 
but  leading  them  to  see  what  you 
see.  to  know  what  you  know,  to 
feel  what  you  feel. 

Every  teacher  must  be  prepared 
on  his  or  her  lesson  when  he  or 
she  meets  those  boys  and  girls  of 
the  class;  for,  mind  you,  your  pre- 
sentation of  that  lesson,  your  atti- 
tude toward  the  truth  in  that  les- 
son will  largely  determine  the 
boys'  and  girls'  attitude  toward 
Church  activity  in  general.  If  you 
turn  them  away  after  class  with 
the  feeling  in  their  youthful  hearts 
that  they  have  received  nothing  by 
comine;,  vou  will  find  difficulty  in 
getting  them  to  come  back  the  fol- 
lowing week.  But  on  the  other 
hand,  if  you  have  thrilled  them,  or 


if  unable  to  do  that,  if  you  have 
given  them  one  thought  which  has 
appealed  to  them,  you  will  find 
that  their  intention  and  desire  to 
return  will  be  manifest  by  their 
presence  one  week  later. 

Simply  reading  the  lesson 
manual  before  time  is  not  enough. 
In  so  doing  I  have  not  yet  made 
that  lesson  mine,  and  until  it  is 
mine,  until  I  feel  that  I  have  a 
message  to  give  to  my  class  mem- 
bers I  am  not  prepared  as  the 
Lord  has  asked  me  to  prepare 
when  he  calls  upon  me  to  give  his 
word.  It  must  be  mine;  what  I 
want  to  give  to  the  boys  and  girls 
is  what  will  count  when  I  meet 
them.  I  can  make  that  lesson  in 
a  manual  mine  by  study,  faith, 
and  prayer. 

Teachers,  do  you  realise  what 
possibilities  you  have?  Somewhere 
I  have  written  down  these  possi- 
bilities that  teachers  should  realise 
always,  that  thev  probably  have  it 
within  their  power  to  awaken  in 
some  heart  or  perhaps  in  many 
hearts: 

First,  the  desire  to  achieve 
mastery  over  weak  and  selfish  in- 
digency. 

Second,  the  power  to  prepare  one 
to  face  a  life  with  courage  to  meet 
disaster  with  fortitude,  and  to  face 
death  without  fear. 

Third,  to  develop  verile  man- 
hood, beautiful  womanhood.  Oh. 
how  the  world  needs  them! 

Fourth,  to  imnlant  within  many 
souls  at  least  the  promise  of  a 
friend  in  each,  or  a  companion 
who  later  may  be  fit  for  a  husband 
or  wife,  who  will  be  fit  to  be  an 
exemplary  father  or  a  loving,  in- 
telligent mother.  That  is  your 
privilege,    teacher.

SUPERVISOR  COUNSELS 


FROM  time  to  time  throughout 
the  Mission  there  has  come  the 
question,  "Can  we  not  send  our 
various  work  direct  to  the  several 
Temples?" 

The  answer  is  a  definite  NO.  All 
work  must  be  checked,  indexed  and 
recorded  at  the  Genealogical  Bureau 
in  Salt  (Lake  City. 

What  a  chaotic  situation  if  the 
direct  method  were  employed,  re- 
sulting in  errors,  delays,  and  dupli- 
cations. 

With  the  highly  skilled  and  fully 
trained  staff,  all  information  is 
checked  and  recorded  before  temple 
processing  and  again  after.  Then 
completed  family  group  sheets  are 
returned  to  the  Family  Representa- 
tive. 

Elder  Nephi  Anderson,  a  former 
Secretary,  envisioned  the  greater 
destiny  of  the  Society  when  he  said: 

"In  conclusion,  let  me  suggest  the 
future  of  this  work.  I  see  records 
of  the  dead  and  their  histories 
gathered  from  every  nation  under 
heaven  to  one  great  central  library 
in  Zion — the  largest  and  best  equip- 
ped for  its  particular  work  in  the 
world. 

"Branch    libraries    may    be    esta- 


blished in  the  nations,  but  in  Zion 
will  be  the  records  of  last  resort  and 
final  authority.  Trained  genealo- 
gists will  find  constant  work  in  all 
nations  having  unpublished  records, 
searching  among  the  archives  for 
families  and  family  connections. 
Then,  as  temples  multiply,  and  the 
work  enlarges  to  its  ultimate  pro- 
portions, this  Society,  or  some 
organization  growing  out  of  this 
Society,  will  have  in  its  care  some 
elaborate,  but  perfect  system  of  ex- 
act registration  and  checking,  so 
that  the  work  in  the  temples  may 
be  conducted  without  confusion  or 
duplication.  And  so  throughout  the 
years,  reaching  into  the  Millennium 
of  peace,  this  work  of  salvation  will 
go  on.  until  every  worthy  soul  that 
can  be  found  from  earthly  records 
will  have  been  searched  out  and 
officiated  for;  and  then  the  unseen 
world  wil!  come  to  our  aid,  the 
broken  links  will  be  joined,  the 
tangled  threads  will  be  placed  in 
order,  and  the  purposes  of  God  in 
placing  salvation  within  the  reach 
of  all  will  have  been  consumated. 

"We  live  in  the  day  of  small 
beginnings,  as  far  as  this  work  is 
concerned.  We  are  still  pioneers. 
We  are  but  helping  to  lay  the  foun- 
dations of  the  .  .  .  Marvellous  work 
and  a  wonder  that  is  about  to  come 
forth  among  the  children  of  men  .  ." 
(The  Utah  Gen.  and  History  Maga- 
zine.   Vol  3,  pp  21  and  33).

These  gifts  Jesus  gave  to  us 
through  his  erace  or  love  and  we 
cannot    boast    of   anv   works    that

free — "gifts  of  graces  of  salvation". 
These  gifts  comprehend  the  begin- 
ning of  man's  salvation  and  not 
the   end.    We   read; 

"Though   he   were   a   Son,   yet 
learned    he    obedience    by    the 
things  which  he  suffered;  And 
being  made  perfect,  he  became 
the  author  of  eternal  salvation 
unto  all  them  that  obey  him;" 
These  words  are  plain,  obedience 
gives  us  eternal  salvation  and  exal- 
tation in  Our  Father's  Kingdom.
